GREENWICH Council has stuck its 
colours to the mast to ensure the 
popular Thames Clipper commuter 
and weekend services continue from 
Woolwich until at least August, 2013. 
The council’s cabinet committee 
agreed to a £173,288 subsidy last 
Tuesday (September 21) towards the 
continuation of the service from 
Woolwich Royal Arsenal Pier. This 
represents 50 per cent of the subsidy 
required by the service, and the other 
half is expected to be confirmed 
shortly by Transport for London. 
Greenwich’s contribution is drawn 
from sums that were paid to the 
council under legal agreements by 
two housing developers. 

Council leader Chris Roberts told GT: 
“The council’s campaign at the start 
of 2009 to have Oystercards accepted 
on the Clipper service showed the 
strength of support that exists locally 
for a regular riverboat service. 

“The Thames Clipper service is 
proving to be an increasingly popular 
alternative with commuters and I’m 
delighted that the council has been 
able to attract the funds to keep this 
service running to Woolwich for a 
further four years. 

“This is a further example of 
Greenwich Council’s commitment to 
fight for improved public transport 
links, which bring long-term benefit 
to the local economy, and which are 
vital to the borough’s ongoing 
regeneration.”

As well 
as advice, we run a 
monthly women’s 
group, a young 
parent project, for 
mothers 25 and 
under, a quarterly 
open forum, and a 
multi-cultural 
forum. 

We recognise the 
link between 
negative attitudes 
towards women and 
how men treat 
women, and use 
training and open 
forums to challenge 
these views. Our 
next open forum is 
on October 2. 
‘Negative Images of 
Women’ looks at 
how the press 
advertises lap 
dancing clubs. It is 
worrying that pole 
dancing classes 
have become a fun 
activity for 
housewives, not 
recognising the 
reality of lap 
dancing and its 
links to 

exploitation and 
prostitution. As 
women, we need to 
keep fighting the 
media image of 
women as objects, 
and remind both 
other women and 
men that we are 
people!

SOMETHING from outer space has 
landed in Heronsgate School. Well, 
that’s what the Mayor of Greenwich 
Allan MacCarthy thinks! 

The mayor was at the 550-pupil 
primary in Whinchat Road, 
Thamesmead, with Cllr Jackie Smith - 
the council’s cabinet member for 
children’s and young people’s services - 
to officially open the ‘Pod’, their new 
outdoor classroom. 

It’s utterly unique - designed from 
scratch by Camden-based architects 
Catherine Burd and Buddy Haward, 
with the help of the pupils. 

It’s a self-assembly job made from 
specially-treated polyester, and 
laminated plywood from Scandinavia 
which has been cut out like a clothes 
pattern using the latest computer- 
technology. 

The tiered seating can double up as 
desk-tops and the classroom floor is 
astro-turf. 

The Mayor asked the children: “How 
many people think it looks like a flying 
saucer? I hope you’ll enjoy learning in 
it.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith told GT: “I think it’s 
wonderful! It will give the children a real 
opportunity to experience the ‘outdoors’ 
in a learning environment.” 

The story of the Pod started a couple of 
years ago when the two young North 
London architects volunteered to work 
with some Heronsgate nine-year-olds as 
part of a London-wide challenge to 
create a sustainable school building. 

The results from their drawing board 
ended up in front of judges at the Royal 
Institute of British Architects (RIBA) - 
and Heronsgate, recently graded an 
“outstanding” school by inspectors, 


won “best in show” against entries from 
both primary and secondary schools 
across the capital. 

Later, Heronsgate headteacher 
Nicholas Prockter managed to find the 
money to turn the award-winning design 
into reality for the children. 

And the outdoor classroom has landed 
- right outside the school’s Key Stage 2 
block! 

Ronke, aged 10, and nine-year-olds 
Jalini and Michael, all from 
Thamesmead, told GT how much they 
were enjoying the new space. Jalini said: 
“We’ve done some drama, acting out 
different animals in there. I was a lion!” 

Michael said: “I’ve done some work at 


the desk. It’s fun doing our writing 
outside.” 

Their headteacher said: “At 

Heronsgate, teachers try wherever 
possible to bring the outside in. 
Classrooms and corridors are brimming 
with plants, trees and flowers and the 
main entrance contains a huge pond 
bursting with natural life. 

“The new building has surpassed all 
our expectations. The classroom 
provides an excellent space for learning 
with natural light and fresh air.” 

He added: “The building backs onto a 
huge outdoor environmental area where 
pupils can pond-dip or watch birds 
feeding on the school web cams.”

New jobs 
sweep 
residents off 
their feet

THEY’RE back in work - 
and helping to keep their 
local streets spic and 
span. 

GT went out into Charlton 
withforaierlyjoblessresidents- 
newly-recruited to Greenwich 
Council’s street cleaning teams, 
thanks to the government’s 
Working Neighbourhoods 
Fund 

The group we met are just 
one of a dozen new sweeper 
teams. They will be 
gradually introduced into 
the community, following 
week-long inductions at 
Greenwich Work & Learn 
Centre, next to North 
Greenwich tube station. 

It’s part of the council’s 
campaign to help 
unemployed people across 
the borough during the 
recession. 

Hundreds of people 
applied for the 250 “Green 
jobs” that were available 
through GLLaB, the 
Greenwich local labour and 
business scheme. 

Those opportunities also 
include environmental 
work to tidy up open spaces, 
cut back bushes and shrubs 
and carry out graffiti- 
removal, as well as the 
chance to train as a 
neighbourhood warden. 

Katie Martin, from 
Woolwich Common, was 
out of work for more than 
18 months after a serious 
road accident. Now the 
former bar-tender at 
London City Airport is the 
only woman on one of 
Charlton’s new road 
cleansing crews. 

And team members have 
even shortened Katie’s 
swish-broom to make their 
5ft 2ins colleague more

comfortable! She told GT: 
“Of course there’s always a 
bit of banter with them - but 
it makes the day go 
quicker!” 

Katie, like the rest of 
them, got “baptised” into 
the new job a couple of 
Tuesdays ago when there 
was persistent rain all day. 
She said: “The fact that it 
poured like that in our 
first week sort of made it 
easier for us - because 
now we know what we 
might expect!” 

Martin Barned, from 
Plumstead Common, a 
former commercial 
property manager, had 
been out-of-work for four 
months when he saw the 
“Green jobs” offer in GT. 

He told us: “I went 
along on the off-chance 
to the recruitment day at 
Woolwich Town Hall 
because I was signing on 
at the Jobcentre next 
door. I’d been waiting in 


the recruitment queue 
about 15 minutes when I 
realised I hadn’t brought 
some of the necessary 
documents. 

“I popped home and 
rejoined the queue. But I 
only had to wait about 
another 20 minutes before I 
got seen.” 

He added: “This is a 
change from what I 
normally do for a living. I 
like being outdoors, and 
I’ve had a chat with a few 
residents.” 

Charlton council tenant 
Debbie Donohoe, who 
has lived in the same 
road for about 24 years, 
popped out with dog 
Bertie to meet the new 
team on the block. 

Debbie said: “I’ve noticed 
there’s been a few more 
street-sweepers out. It’s good 
to see them.”

Steps taken to improve tunnels 


Four firms have submitted 
tenders to carry out a £1 1 .5m 
refurbishment programme at 
the Greenwich and Woolwich 
foot tunnels. 

The government-funded 
programme is aimed at 
extending the life of the 
tunnels and improving 
conditions for tunnel users. 

The project will include 
installing new lifts, 
refurbishing all stairways, 
improving security with new 
CCTV and help buttons, 
installing new lighting and 


drainage, structural repairs 
and information signs. 

Detailed proposals will be 
published over the next few 
weeks outlining how the 
council intends to 
programme the work. 

The aim will be to keep 
disruption and any 
inconvenience to a minimum, 
with at least one lift 
remaining open at each 
tunnel while the lifts are 
being replaced. 

The council met during the 
summer with local 


organisations - including 
cyclists groups, local traders 
and World Heritage Site 
partners - and has worked to 
reflect their concerns in the 
planning of the work. 

Most of the work will take 
place while the tunnels are 
left open. However, the 
tunnels may need to close for 
certain limited periods for 
safety reasons. 

The Council has 
undertaken to give at least 
three months notice of any 
closure periods.

UNEMPLOYED 16 to 25- 
year-olds from Greenwich 
are being offered an 
insight into the building 
trade - including a 
fortnight’s work 

experience on one of 
London’s 2012 Olympics 
sites. 

The Prince’s Trust 
charity has teamed up 
with the Olympic Delivery 
Authority to put on a four- 
week programme which 
includes curb and drain 
laying and mobile towers, 
along with work-place 
skills like CV writing and 
interview techniques.

Natalie Ross, head of the 
‘Get Into Construction’ 
programme for The 
Prince’s Trust in London, 
said: “Construction is a 
great job for women. 
There’s lots of variety and 
scope to move up the 
career ladder alongside 
good pay and benefits. 
2012 is a significant event 
in this country’s history 
and to be involved in it is 
an amazing opportunity.” 

Young people who 
complete the programme 
will receive a further six 
months’ support from The 
Prince’s Trust to build 
upon their skills and 
confidence and to help 
them to gain jobs or 


further training. 

Participants will be able 
to continue to claim 
benefits and travel 
expenses will be 
refunded. 

The course is at the 
National Construction 
College and at the 
Olympic site in Newham, 
East London.

Wartime 


AS a young lad who did not “go 
on evacuation” during the 
wartime, things at first were 
lonely. 

My friends had all disappeared, 
there was no school and I was 
not allowed out on my own as 
there was the fear that there 
might be an air raid at any 
time. 

I cannot recall exactly how 
long the school was closed. In 
retrospect it was probably only 
a few weeks. As time went by 
and there were no air raids 
more and more people returned 
from evacuation. Then as 
some of the teachers returned 
they started up classes in 
someone’s front room. The 
first was held by Miss Holmes 
in a house in Hornfair Road. At 
first it ran one morning or 
afternoon a week then it 
became twice a week and so on. 
Eventually there were enough 
pupils and teachers to occupy 
the upper floor of the school 
and we were divided up into 
classes again. For a time the 
Auxiliary Fire Service still 
occupied the ground floor but 
eventually they moved out and 
the whole premises were back 
in the hands of the LCC 
education authorities. 

For a time the upper school had 
a Mr Cutler as headmaster. 

Mrs Staite was still 
headmistress of the infants. Mr 
Cutler remained until Mr 
Simpson returned from 
evacuation and resumed his old 
position. The school carried on 
as Infants and although the 
Junior Mixed carried on as 
usual in practice no one moved 
on to a senior school. So I 
remained at Charlton Manor 
until I left in 1944 at age 14, the 
normal school leaving age, 
unless you were going to 
continue to age 16 or more at 
either Grammar or Central 
school. 

Later on there was another 
period of evacuation when the 
bombing commenced but it 
seemed that not so many 
children went and most seemed 
to return fairly quickly. 

After the night bombing went 
on, us kids would go out and 
tour the streets looking for 


shrapnel the next day. It was 
mostly jagged pieces of metal 
from the Ack Ack guns but the 
real treasure was if you found 
a nose cone from a shell. 

Our little band of urchins 
would often go over into the 
Army Barrack areas and 
search for bullets. We would 
often find used .22 cartridge 
cases and occasionally a used 
.303 cartridge case. These were 
the remnants from manoeuvres 
that the soldiers had been 
carrying out. 

There was also, behind 
Hornfair Park, an old disused 
concrete open air swimming 
pool that was part of the old 
barracks area. It had been ‘The 
soldiers’ swimming pool’ but 
was currently designated as an 
Emergency Water Supply 
(EWS). It had been disused for 
so long that we were able to go 
there and find newts and 
tadpoles. The newts seemed to 
be fairly prolific back then 
rather than the endangered 
species they are today. Once 
we built a raft out of some old 
timber that was nearby and a 
couple of the lads accompanied 
by two of their sisters paddled 
out into the middle. It was at 
this time that a posse of Army 
Police ‘Red Caps’ appeared. 

The rest of our little band 
faded away into the bushes 
leaving the ones on the raft to 
their fate. The Red Caps 
waited on the edge and 
eventually the heroic band had 
to paddle to the edge, trying to 
make for the opposite side. But 
of course the Red Caps were 
one jump ahead and grabbed 
them as they came ashore. 

They carted them off and as we 
found out later they took them 
to the guard room where they 
locked them up for a few 
minutes. Then they frightened 
the life out of them telling 
them that they were going to 
be locked up for a couple of 
weeks for trespassing. But 
they let them go on dire threats 
that they must never return 
again. It was a long time 
before we ever ventured any 
where near that pool again. Of 
course when we all got back 
home in answer to our parents 




enquiries as to where we had 
been that afternoon the 
standard reply would have 
come out “Up the park on the 
swings.” Another little episode 
was when we were scrumping 
apples from a tree in an old 
derelict bombed out garden. 

One of the more venturesome 
lads had climbed up

urchins

somewhere near the top. I was 
very much lower down. There 
was a sudden yell and the 
crashing of branches as a 
branch gave way. The next 
minute the venturesome one 
landed right on top of my 
shoulder with a terrific thump. 
He always reckoned that I must 
have saved his life by being 
there. Not too sure that I was 
really pleased to have been 
there on the receiving end of 
his full weight even if it did 
save his life. My shoulders were 
sore for days. 

At one time the newspapers 
were full of talk that there was 
likely to be an invasion. I think 
it was the Daily Mirror or the 
Daily Sketch that carried a 
series of articles entitled ‘How 
to get your Nazi.’ They even had 
instructions how to sight and 
fire a .303 Lee Enfield rifle as 




well as how to prime and throw 
a mills bomb (hand grenade). 
They also carried regular 
features on aircraft recognition 
with silhouettes of most of the 
current planes, both Allied and 
German. 

Butter, meat and milk were 
rationed while tinned food was 
on a points system. You were 
allowed so many points a week 
which were spent on a variety of 
tinned food or other short 
supply foods. 

Powdered egg and powdered 
milk was available and there 
was sometimes a fish named 
Snoek which came, I believe, 
from South Africa. The butchers 
sometimes had whale meat ‘off 
ration.’ This was like beef but it 
had a very distinct flavour of 
fish. It was not liked by many 
people but my dad used to 
mince it up and, with some 
curry powder and vegetables, it 
made a very nice curry. Dad had 
been used to having a curry 
whilst abroad in the Royal Navy, 
long before I was born. I 
imagine that back then, we were 
probably the only kids in the 
school that had ever eaten a 
curry. 

Most people had a ‘Dig for 
Victory’ vegetable patch in the 
garden growing anything from 
potatoes to lettuces. My dad’s 
favourite was Runner Beans. He 
had poles and strings around 
half of the garden. At one time 
we also kept rabbits as well as a 
couple of ducks for eggs. The 
rabbits were supposed to be 
killed for meat but as kids we 
never let them be killed and 
they just became pets. Quite a 
few people kept chickens for the 
eggs and one family in Park 
Lane even had a couple of goats, 
which the girls used to take out 
onto the greens to nibble the 
grass. Presumably they were 
kept for the milk. Whilst us 
youngsters were going about 
our school work quite a few of 
the parents were working either 
at The Arsenal in Woolwich or 
Sieman’s, Johnson & Phillips, 
Harvey’s or some other factory 
down in Lower Charlton off the 
Woolwich Road - all of which 
were engaged in some sort of 
war work.

Preservation Trust staged two days 
of ‘London Open House’ 
celebrations and also took the 
opportunity to launch its biggest 
fund-raiser to date to get the Gothic 
tower on Shooters Hill done up and 
re-open. 

There were displays of detailed 
proposals, refreshments and 
regular tours right up to the top 
of the tower. 

But, after further detailed site 
visits, the trustees estimate they 
need to raise at least £50,000 - on 
top of any grants forthcoming - 
for building work on 
Severndroog to begin. 

That’s where GT readers can 
help to make the dream a reality. 

Each brick is £5. You can 
sponsor them as birthday and 
Christmas presents for family 
and friends - and you’ll get a 
signed certificate with each 
pledge, as well as a special, 
individual ‘thank you’ message 
on a dedicated website. 

Project manager Tony Nickson 
told GT: “Severndroog’s owners 
Greenwich Council are offering 
us a 30-year lease on the tower 
for a peppercorn rent.

We were thrilled when 
we heard that the Heritage 
Lottery had earmarked about 
£250,000 for us. 

“However, detailed inspections

on site have revealed we’re going 
to need to re-instate the water 
supply, as well as install other 
necessities such as disabled 
access. This autumn, with 
Greenwich Time readers’ help, 
we want to begin fund-raising in 
earnest.” 

Events organiser Anette Petersen 
said: “Visitors have been able to 
have a complete tour of the 
building, including a chance to 
stand on the roof and look out from 
the viewing platform.” 

Gill Wood, from Greenwich, 
said: “Here’s hoping this is the 
last of these annual weekends 
where we see Severndroog in its 
current state.” 

Trustee Steve Daly, of Shooters 
Hill, said: “Hopefully, this time 
next year we won’t be able to get 


into the building because the 
refurbishment work will be 
underway!” 

Civil servant Martin Harrison 
and his wife Veda, from 
Plumstead, along with sons Joe, 
aged seven, and three-year-old 
Ben, were among the first 
visitors to sponsor bricks. 

Veda said: “We think the idea of 
sponsoring bricks as Christmas 
presents is fantastic.” 

Current Severndroog proposals 
include recreating the ground- 
floor cafeteria, which was so 
popular from the 1920s until well 
after World War Two. 

The viewing platform - where 
landmarks from seven counties 
can be seen on a clear day - 
would be open at weekends, and 
in the week by arrangement. The 
first-floor room could be booked 
for banquets and receptions, and 
the second floor as a small 
exhibition and education centre. 

The Preservation Trust is 
trying to compile a full history of 
the landmark and would love to 
have readers’ letters and any 
unwanted photos.

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June’s 30-year ‘Fairy’ story 



FAIRY Hill Park has always been 
a magical place for June Hurst. 

About 30 years ago, when she 
was expecting her daughter, 
June remembers her two boys 
playing on the old roundabout, 
the slide and the rocking horse. 

Now, thanks to June and her 
neighbours, the popular venue 
between Mottingham and New 
Eltham train stations is being 
given a 21st-century make-over. 

There’s a “fairy ring” seating 
area, picnic tables, the makings 
of a woodland trail, plans for a

It’s the result of months of 
meetings, letter-writing, phone 
calls and elbow-grease by an 
army of dedicated volunteers, 
working in conjunction with 
Greenwich Council.

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Squawking Sir

WHO’S a pretty boy then? 
More to the point: who 
owns this pretty boy then? 

The mystery squawker was 
spotted as it struck up an 
unexpected conversation in 
the back garden of a 
Greenwich home on 
September 19. 

Retired journalist Roger 
Matthews told GT: “My wife 
was sitting in the garden 
reading the papers when she 
heard this voice saying “hello” 
to her several times. 

“She looked up and a parrot 
was eating apples off the tree, 
littering the lawn with the bits 
of fruit.” 

The green chatterbox - an 
Amazon type apparently - 
stayed at the Maze Hill 
property for some time before 
winging it... only to return the 
very next day. 

“The parrot spent several 
hours stripping our trees of 
apples, and it returned on 
Sunday morning to finish 
those it had missed,” said not- 
so-jolly Roger. 

And the feathered food-fiend 
was not afraid of the couple 
either, suggesting it is 
domesticated. Roger said: “I 
went quite close and it had no 
fear of humans - it seemed like 
a very contented bird.” 

But no matter how Roger 
tried, the wily creature could 
not be coaxed from the tree, or 
into speaking its address - a 
skill often taught to parrots to 
help them back home.

“It was too busy scoffing 
apples for all that!” said the 
resident. 

The bird may still be in the 
area, as Roger saw it again 
while taking a stroll. “I was out 
walking on the east side of 
Greenwich Park on Sunday 
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seemed like 
a very 
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evening (September 20) and I 
spotted it again,” said Roger. 
“It looked very much at home 
in the park.” 

Mr Matthews has been trying 
to track down the owner, but 
with no joy. He said: “We heard 
from a woman in north 
London who had lost hers. It 
turned up in Stanmore and 
was identified by the ring on 
its leg. As far as I could see, the 
one in my garden did not have 
a ring.” 

John Hayward, from the 
Parrot Society UK, said: “This 
short-tailed type doesn’t tend 
to go further than three or four 
miles - it would be local. 

“What we need is to catch 
this bird. If someone can 
entice it down with some fruit 


or nuts, approach it carefully 
and throw a towel over it - but 
be sure to wear thick leather 
gloves.” 

A fair number of parrots are 
lost into the wilderness every 
year. “They can survive for a 
long time in the wild,” said 
John. “One lady was feeding 
an African Grey on her bird 
table every day for six weeks. 
Her eyesight wasn’t brilliant 
and when a neighbour asked if 
she was still feeding the parrot, 
she said, ‘What parrot?’ She 
thought it was a pigeon.”

A site to Trust... 


UNEMPLOYED 16 to 25-year- 
olds from Greenwich are 
being offered an insight into 
the building trade - including 
a fortnight’s work experience 
on one of London’s 2012 
Olympics sites. 

The Prince’s Trust charity has 
teamed up with the Olympic 
Delivery Authority (ODA) to 
put on a four- week 
programme including curb 
and drain laying and mobile 
towers, along with workplace 
skills like CV writing and 
interview techniques. 
Everyone will be entered for a 
Construction Industry Health 
and Safety Test (CSCS). It’s an 
essential qualification for 
anyone who wants to work on 
a building site. The course, 
which starts this week, is 
looking to fill half its places 
with women applicants. 


There are currently 155 
women working for the 
Olympic Park in jobs ranging 
from dumper truck drivers to 
general machinery operators. 
Natalie Ross, head of the ‘Get 
Into Construction’ 
programme for the Prince’s 
Trust in London, said: 
“Construction is a great job 
for women. There’s lot of 
variety and scope to move up 
the career ladder alongside 
good pay and benefits.” 
Typically, seven out of 10 of 
young people on the 
programme get jobs 
afterwards. The course is at 
the National Construction 
College and at the Olympic 
site in Newham, East London.

GREENWICH police officers have 
been flooding the streets of the 
borough to enhance police presence, 
reassure the public and tackle 
crime. 

A total of 50 officers, ranking from 
constables to chief inspectors, did a 
‘high visibility’ shift from 2pm last 
Wednesday, September 16. They assisted 
colleagues at after-school time and went 
on to do general street-patrolling and 
licensing visits to pubs and restaurants 
until 10pm.

Newly-appointed Borough Police 
Commander, Det Chief Supt Richard 
Wood, who took up his post in the spring, 
patrolled alone in Greenwich town 
centre. 

The Borough Commander told 
GT: “Being visible, engaging with the 
community, and making our streets safer 
is at the heart of everything we do. We 
want the public to have confidence in the 
police, reduce the fear of crime and offer 
the professional service they deserve.” 

Chief Insp Gary Lewis, who is 
responsible for neighbourhood policing 
across the borough, told GT: “On 
Wednesday afternoon, some of these 
officers were providing mass patrols to 
support Year 7s who have only just gone 
into secondary schools. 

“Later on into the evening, they were in 
the streets, many of them working alone. 
We intend to repeat this kind of 
operation every other month. It will help 
us to identify the areas where we might 
need an increased police presence. 

“We would also welcome residents 
approaching our officers, if only just to 
say ‘hello’.” 

The operation is in support of the 
Commissioner's vision to maximise the 
amount of uniforms on the streets.

A FILM by Greenwich’s answer 
to Spike Lee is opening the 
y 1 curtain on Black History Month 
later this week. 

Eltham born Wayne G Saunders is causing 
a stir in the industry, and he penned the 
script for new movie, Crunch, in just a 
couple of hours! 

“When I screened my last film I met 
Trevor Whyte - the lead for Crunch, and 
we came up with the storyline. I didn’t 
really want to make another film but 
talking to him I could see it. It only took 
two hours to write then I handed it over to 
the screen writer,” the film-maker told 
Scene. 

The script was finished in another two 
months, the breakneck pace continued 
and filming the independently funded flick 
took just weeks. The film contains a mix of 
seasoned actors and unknowns, 
continuing the tradition of realistic 
portrayals of the capital that have seen 
accolades at top film festivals for recent 
Brit-flicks.

OVER the past twenty days Frankfurt 
has hosted the biggest international 
motor show on the calendar. The 63rd 
show spanned an area over 350,000 sq 
ft displaying offerings from some of the 
biggest name in the business. Star of 
the show was Lamborghini’s fighter-jet 
styled Reventon roadster (below). 
Coming in at a cool £980,000, and with 
only 20 being built, the promo video 
boasted that there’s more chance of 
being hit by a comet than owning this 
exclusive motor. It does 0-60 in 3.4 
secs, has a top speed of 205mph and is 
a convertible - so drivers will need to 
invest in a decent toupee as well. 

Fellow Italians Maserati were showing 
off their new convertible grand tourer, 
and even the Brits got in on the act: 
Aston Martin showcased a swanky new 
four-door saloon, Land Rover garnered 
a special edition Range Rover, and 
Rolls Royce have added yet another 
stylish soft top to their range. 

But among all the shiny metal there 



Revelations’ catapulted Muse onto 
the international stage and 
confirmed them as one of the 
biggest stadium acts in the world. 
‘The Resistance’ - their first album 
in three years, is another shift in 
sound for Muse, who have been 
continuously evolving throughout 
their career.

Over all there was a 
lot to see at the show, and in fact, the 
two days I spent in Frankfurt were not 
enough to explore the numerous 
smaller companies hidden within an 
expo that makes our own London 
Motor Show look like a car boot sale. I 
just hope that the big wigs from 
London came to see how it’s done. With 
all the top names and a host of new 
models on display it is not hard to see 
why this is the most talked about auto 
show in Europe.

Young mountain-biker with Olympic ambitions

LITTLE did Hugo Humphrey 
know that when he attended 
a Greenwich Council 
summer activity at the age 
of nine it would set him on 
the path towards the 
Olympic Games. 

Hugo, now 16, is one of the 
growing team of young people 
being helped by Greenwich 
Starting Blocks, the charity set 
up to support promising local 
athletes follow their Olympic 
dream. 

He’s very unlikely to make 
London 2012 but the top-class 
young mountain biker - up there 
among the best nationally - has 
his sights set on 2016 or 2020. 

Hugo competes in road racing, 
cyclo-cross and mountain- 
biking, and is the only British 
rider to hold top ten places in all 
three disciplines in his age 
group. He told GT: “I joined in 
the cycling at the summer event 
at Kidbrooke and the coach 
there said I looked promising, so 
I joined his club, Team Darenth 
in Kent.” 

In no time Hugo was winning 
races on his mountain bike - 
thanks to unusual motivation. 
“Sweets went to the winner so I 
showed plenty of 

determination!” said Hugo, who 
went to Deansfield primary 
school, then on to St Olave’s 


Prep School, also in Eltham. 

Cyclo-cross became his winter 
sport, and Hugo remembers his 
first race well: “It was December 
and lashing down with rain, 
muddy and really horrible. The 
sport is not as popular as it was 
when it was televised, but it’s 
still huge in Belgium. 

“It all clicked for me as I 
started to win lots of races. I was 
beating 12-year-olds when I was 
nine, so it was a nice feeling. 
Since then I’ve represented 
Greenwich at the London Youth 
Games and I’ve won twice,

His dad, Michael, got him a 
proper bike with proper gears and 
good brakes. “But that’s nothing to 
what I’m on now,” said Hugo. “I got 
improved equipment and the right 
clothing so that I could go even 
faster.” 

He also moved on to the Lee 
Valley Cycling Club in Redbridge 
with its greater emphasis on 
racing. The national cyclo-cross 
championships are held every 




January and last time Hugo 
finished third in the Under 16 race. 

“I was only three seconds down 
on the winner,” he said. “It was 
held in Bradford and it was 
freezing cold.” 

Hugo moves up to junior class - 
Under 18s - next January and 
has to recover fully from the 
thumb he broke in a fall in 
Holland. 

“That’s my focus now,” he said. 
“I’ll be looking to get a medal or 
finish in the top five and get 
selected for Great Britain for the 
world youth championships two 
weeks later in the Czech 
Republic. The doctor reckons 
the thumb won’t heal 
completely until Christmas, so 
it’s a bit tight. I was ranked No. 1 
on the road before I broke it. I’ve 
also won 10 or 11 senior races 
which had prize money!” 

Hugo, who likes to watch 
downhill racing on the internet - 
“I spent two hours on it the 
other night!” - greatly 
appreciates Starting Blocks’ 
support. He said: “They’ve been 
great for all the people like me. 
It’ll be wonderful if someone 
from Greenwich competes in 
London in 2012 - and they’re also 
helping longer-term prospects 
like me.”

surprise lead when shaky 
Miguel Llera’s error allowed 
Adam Stansfield to cut back a 
pass from the right byline, but 
Marcus Stewart’s close-range 
shot was scrambled to safety. 

A minute after that escape, 
equally shaky Frazer 
Richardson botched a headed 
backpass to Rob Elliot and Ryan 
Harley’s resultant corner was 
met on the run by Matt Taylor’s 
powerful header. Stationed on 
the goalline to Elliot’s right, 
Bailey headed clear, his shrewd 
’ positioning underlining the 
J logic behind the deployment of

* There were positives, as they

The excellent Kelly Youga’s 
persistence on the left byline 
earned his side a comer, taken 
quickly by Jonjo Shelvey to Sam 
as City switched off. The 
irrepressible winger’s low cross 
was turned in by Bailey who, in 
claiming his fourth goal of the 
campaign, seemed to have 
banished local nerves and set up 
a comfortable victory. 


Not a bit of it, as it turned out, 
for as Charlton toiled away in 
search of a clinching goal, the 
second half turned into trial by 
ordeal, due in no small part to 
the visitors’ skilful resistance. 

They came close to equalising 
first through their posh 
midfielder Troy Archibald- 
Henville, whose header flashed 
Craig Noone's corner over the 
bar, then Stansfield who netted 
on 66 minutes but was ruled 
narrowly offside.
